The conspiracy act under which the prose- 
cution will be made is found in the laws of 
1801 under the title Conspiracy,“ in the 
Criminal Code, and is Sec. 73 in Vol. 3, 
Star & Curtis’ Annotated Statutes, and reuds 
as follows: 

If any two or more persons conspire or agree 
together, or the officers or Executive committee 
ofany society or organization or corporation 
shall issue or utter any circular or edict as the 
action of or instruction to its members, or any 


Other persons, societies, organizations, or cor 


for the purpose of establishing a so- 
called boycott or black list, or shall vast 
or distribute any written or printed notices in 
any places with the fraudulent or malicious in- 
tent wrongfully and wickedly to injure the per- 
son, character, business, or 
property of another, or to obtain money or other 
property by false pretenses, or to do.any illegal 
act injurious to the public trade, health, morals, 
police, or administration of public justice, 
or to prévent competition in the _let- 
ting of any contract by the State 
or the authorities of any county, city, town, or 
village, or to induce any person not to enter into 
any such competition, or.to commit any felony, 
they shall be deemed guilty of a conspiracy, and 


every such offender, whether as individuals or as’

I believe that our future welfare hangs 
upon their right solution just as surely as 
once it hung upon the conflict of 1776 or the 
war of 1861. Thecities are fast becoming 
the ruling powers in every country. With us 
municipal offices are the spoils of successful 
politicians; in their better governed cities 
they are the prizes of suczessful experts. We 
are vastly behind Germany and France, and 
probably England, in the very important 
matter of municipal organization. We might 
wisely learn much from the experience of the 
older cities, like Paris, Berlin, and Glasgow. 


Machine Government. 


“The affairs of this corporation of Chicago 
of $1,000,000,000 or 81. 200.000, 000 cap- 
ital, involying an annual expenditure 
of about $33,000,000; the funda- 
mentally important matter of the 
education of 700,000 children, involv- 
ing the -expenditure of $6,000,000. or 
$7,000,000; the appointment of 3,300 po- 
licemen, upon whom the safety of property 
and life depends, have been the idle sport of 
the J‘ machine’ and the professional spoils- 
men. We pay $1,100,000 for not cleaning 
our streets. The granting of franchises in 
Chicago has always been scandalous. Look 
at three or four of our large corporations: 
the North and West Side City railway com- 
~panies, the Chicago Gas company, the Chicago 
Telephone company, and the South Side City 
railway company. The net income of these 
companies for the last year would have 
paid all our city taxesand the estimated 
value of the other street rights and privileges 
frittered away would have paid as much more. 
The question of taxation is one of the most 
difficult subjects. of political economy, and 
not only has it been the instrument of great 
injustice, but an effective school of evasion, 
perjury, and fraud. The management of 
water supply and sewerage, the health, poor 
| relief, the laying out of streets and paving, 
lighting, and transportation is each a depart- 
ment which requires the best business capac- 
ity and the highest intelligence and skill. 
Not only do these cost us four or five times

Falkenau and Srother Seek to Have the 
Injunction Diemissed. 

All the parties interested in the Stock Ex- 
change Building injunction proceedings came 
before Judge McConnell yesterday in the 
County Building. Counsel for Victor Falk- 
enau and brother, who are the contractors 
for the new Exchange Building at La Salle 
and Washington streets, moved to dissolve the 
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Building. When the usual hour for 114 
the sitting of court came around counsel ha 
not finished the quotation of authority show 
ing similar rulings of other courts. 
A continuance until today was. 
then ordered by Judge MeConnell. 
It was in the room usually occupied by the 
Circuit Court Clerk as a private office that 
the hearing was had. The Nesbctt company 
was represented by Attorneys Frank S. Weig- 
ley and A. W. Bulkley, and Attorney Levy 
Mayer looked ufter the interests of the Falke- 
nau brothers. Attorney John P. Wilson 
represented the interests of the Peck estate, 
the principal holder of stock in the Chicago 
Exchanve Building company. Among the 
labor leaders present were the executive offi- 
cers of the Painters’ District Council. At- 
torney Mayer after moving for the dissolu- 
tion of the injunction filed an answer cov- 
ering half a dozen typewritten pages. 
This was the anawer of his clients, Victor and 
Louis Falkenau, and did not include the other 
defendants. After reciting the terms of the 
contract the answer says that the Falkenaus 
are now employing 400 workmen in the 
building, all of whom are affiliated with the 
Building Trades Co . Under the rules of 
the council they say workmen are pro- 
hibited from. working with non-union men. 
As the complainant company refuses to em- 
ploy union men, and consequently will have 
to engage non-union men, the 400 workmen 
will certainly walk out. This will delay the 
completion of the building beyond the contract 
time, the answer sets out; that should the 400 
workmen quit others could not be found to 
take their places. Asa result of the trouble 
between the Nesbett company and the paint- 
ers Falkenau brothers say that the Exchange 
company has notified them that the contract 
‘for the building will be terminated and de- 
fendants held in damages unless work is re- 
sumed immediately. This would entail a loss 
to defendants of not less than.-$150.000. The 
remedy of the complainant company lies in 
the law side of the court,the defendants say,and 
they ask for a dismissal of the suit with costs. 

Judge McConnell suggested that Victor 
Falkenau & Bro. might give ‘a bond to pro- 
tect the complainant’ company. Mr. Mayer 
promptly replied: ‘We don’t care to make 
the offer.” Attorney Bulkley said ‘the pur- 
pose of the suit was not to enforce the specific 
performance of the contract. We ought to 
enjoin the defendants from conspiracy,”’ he 
said in reply, to protect our constitutional 
rights and to prevent the unions from obtain- 
ing control of our business. We desire to go 
on with this work and complete the contract, 
but we want to be let alone. We are not 
obliged to go into a court of law for dam- 
ages, but we ask this Gourt to say to the de- 
fendants, ‘Keep your hands off.” We claim 
the right to select our own men, and we will 
not submit to the dictates and censorship of 
the trades union.“

Ex*Postmaster Judd Speaks. 

Ex- Postmaster Judd, the next speaker on 
the program, contrasted our forms of munic- 
ipal government with those existing in 
Europe, much to the disparagement of 
American cities. Citizens were urged to go 
to the polls and prevent the ward heelers 
from having things their own'way. Said he: 

„Unfortunately our city offices are the 
spoils of successful, politicians and are not 
held by experts in the various departments. 
These things should be handled by the busi- 
ness-men of the city, not saloonkeepers and 
gamblers. 
Common Council of Chicago are not as low 
in the moral scale as the so-called reputable 
citizens who bribe them.” 

Franklin MacVeagh in the course of his 
speech, which followed ‘that of Mr. Judd, 
said: No one can blame the so-called dis- 
reputable citizen from picking up the offices 
which are thrown away and repudiated by the 
so-called representative citizen who will have 
none of them. They have a right to 
secure what they can, and they doit. But the 
municipal reformer will get the benefit of the 
next great wave of political sentiment which 
passes over this country. The popular mind 
is going to take up the problem of municipal 
reform. Men must know what they want be- 
fore they attempt to act. The good citizen 
does not recognize his duty: he 
throws aside these positions and they 
are picked up by the present occupants of 
these places. The whole trouble is that we do 
not attend to our civil duties. If the good 
citizen will act, as he ought to act, then our 
elective offices will be tilled by honest, patri- 
otic men. 

Prof. Gray on Gas. 

“The Relation of the City to the Gas Sup- 
ply” was the subject allotted to Prof. John H. 
Gray of Northwestern University. He said in 
part: My text is a subject that has been in 
practical politics. I refer to the question of a 
new gas ordinance. Nothing has produced 
a greater storm of indignation and opposition 
than the so-called Watson or Metropolitan 
gas ordinance. The three chief lines 
of opposition to this ordinance 
were scientific, political, and economical 
fallacies. The Watson gas ordinance carried 
out as its promoters evidently meant it to be 
carried out would have been infinitely leas 
harmful than if carried out in the sense of 
the proposed amendments to it. I 
would we might wake up in the 
morning and find the unholy and 
illegal conglomeration in this city known as 
the ‘ Gas Trust ’ were legally merged into a 
single company and that that company was 
irrevocably guaranteed 4 monopoly of the 
streets of this city so long as it shall be al- 
lowed to exist. Let it go forth that no com- 
petition public or private with the gas trust 
will be tolerated for a moment,“ 

Prof. Gray then pointed out how the trust 
expended thousands annually in endeavoring 
to keep competitors out of the field. If this 
competition were prohibited the energies and 
money devoted to fighting competitors 
would be expended in the public in- 
terests and cheap gas would re- 
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prises of 8500, each prise to be awarded by 
a committee of this club to him who shall 


write the best essay on an assigned topic in 


municipal government. At present no coun- 
cil, no legislature has sufficient knowledge on 
which to act intelligently.” 

Ald, Madden on City Finances. 

Judge Kohlsaat then introduced Ald. Mad- 
den, who said: 

The City of Chicago, with its 194 square 
miles of territory, 1,750,000 of people, and 
its ever increasing population, is one of the 
greatest institutions in the country, and the 
question how best to mange its affairs is one 
to which the thinking “people of the com- 
munity havé given much attention. The 
total revenue of the eity from all 
sources, including special assessments, 
amounts to nearly $35,000,000 an- 
nually; the amount rai from general 
taxation being about $4,800,000. that from 
saloon and other licenses about $3,750,000. 
The amount expended for the police force ag- 
gregates $3,250,@00; for the maintenance of 
the Fire Department, $1,500,000; construc. 
tion of schools and education, $6,000,000. 
It is considered by every one having a 
knowledge of the subject that the present 
method of raismg money is not what it should 
be. Some general revenue law should be es- 
tablished which would give an equitable dis- 
tribution of the tax imposed upon the people 
in accordance with the value of their prop- 
erty; and that all improvements should be 
made froma general fund raised for such 
purpose. To accomplish this an agitation 
creating public sentiment in favor of the 
abolition of the present special assessments, 
as wellasto abolish our present system of 
laws, should be started by the influential mem- 
bers of this club, and brought to a successful 
conclusion in a very short period, 

Decreasing Revenue, 

With seven Assessors, each vying with the 
others to see how best they can reduce the 
values in the town they represent, the city 
finds itself on each succeeding year with de- 
creased revenue and increased expenditures, 
the result of which is that the special assess. 
ment system is abused and  extrava- 
gance indulged in from this source 
which would otherwise be unnecessary, 
The City of Chicago being a great business 
institution, in which every citizen of Chicago 
is interested, in which the members of the 
Council are the servants of those citizens, 
acting as their directors, the business of the 
city should be managed on the same basis 
as that of any corporation. To accomplish 
this we need at the head of affairs a man 
who will conduct the affairs of the city on a 
broad, non-partisan basis, looking only to the 
needs of the people and the economical ad. 
ministration of their affairs—men who will 
pledge themselves to see that no man is em. 
ployed by the municipality except such as are 
actually needed to perform the work nec. 
essary. Some system bordering on civil serv- 
ice should be adopted so that officials will 
not be compelled to give up their whole time 
listening to applicants to office, but that they 
might be able to exert their energies and dis- 
play their abilities in accomplishing results 
which will bring atout creditable legislation 
in every direction. If some such system were 
in vogue there would be no need for at least 
75 per cent of the present emrloyés. Ex- 
perienced men would be in every branch of 
the service. | |

ASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.— [Special.] — 
Ex-Mayor Cleveland has turned down Mayor 
Hopkins. Twelve months ago Mr. Hopkins, 
who was then simply a boss and not even a 
prospective Mayor, announced that he pro- 
posed to have the scalp of Postmaster Seth 
Job of Pullman. Jerome Collins was his 
candidate, and Collins was indorsed by Sen- 
ator Palmer. Mr. Hopkins wanted Collins 
put in that he might enjoy for a time per- 
sonal triumph, because his ultimate purpose 
as freely announced was to wipe Pullman 
from off the face of the earth, so far as post- 
office maps’ go, by having it made a substa- 
tion of the Chicago office. From time to 
time gentle pressure has been exerted to oust 
Postmaster Job and get Mr. Collins in. 
Though Senator Palmer quarreled with Hop- 
king he still continued to urge the appoint- 
ment of his man Collins. It is said the com- 
mission was made out and reached the White 
House some time ago. Then some mysteri- 
dus influence caused Mr. Cleveland to send 
it back to the Postoffice Department. where 
Postmaster-General Bissell pigeonholed 
it, so that it would not slip past him again. 
Mayor Hopkins and Senator Palmer have 
continued to demand the removal of Job, but 
today they were given*their quietus. Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General Frank Jones ex- 
plained that the commission which is now in- 
vestigating the Chicago office would probably 
recommend that Pullman be made a sub- 
station, and that this might be done as early 
as July 1. That being the case, it would not 
be worth while to make a change in the office, 
so Postmaster Job will remain till Pullman 
becomes a suburb station, and that may be a 
great deal later than July 1. Mayor Hopkins 
will have to gnaw the file. It is hinted that if 
he hadn’t talked so much about the Federal 
appointments he might not have been de- 
prived of his personal triumph at Pullman.

Alb. Mappex das suggested a new depart 
ure in the matter of dealing with franchige 
ordipances, Hitherto the Council) has largely 
abdicated its legislative function and the 
Mayor has had to assume those functions for 
the benefit of the city. Ordinances for street 
railway and gas companies have been intro- 
duced, referred, and reported back and 
passed without the change of a word or line 
in the same form in which they left the hands 
of the attorneys of the corporations seeking 
the franchises. It has remained for the 
Mayor to present amendments and thus to 
dabble in the legisiative business. Mr. Mad- 
den moved Monday evening that the 
ordinances of the Chicago City reilway 
company which had been vetoed by the 
Mayor be sent back to the new committee 
on Street and Alleys South for discussion and 
amendment. His idea iu this he said was 
that the discussions should be open and pub- 
lic so that the people might understand what 
was going on. The ordinances should never 
have been passed in the form in which they 
were sent back and they never would have 
been passed but that it was understood the 
Mayor and the officers of the street car com- 
pany intended to negotiate concerning 
amendments, But why should the Council 
abdicate its legislative prerogatives for the 
Mayor? Under the new order of things it is 
to be hoped that the Council committee on 
Streets and Alleys South will radically amend 
the ordinances and pass them in a form ih 
which they will meet the approval of the 
Mayor and the public. Ald. O'Neill, the 
Chairman of the committee to which the 
ordinances were sent back, enjoys the public 
confidence and he will hardly recommend 
the ordinances unless the rights of the city 
and of the people are properly safeguarded 
by the incorporation of Proper amendments. 


YESTERDAY'S REPUBLICAN CONFERENCE 

Illinois Republicans are enthusiastic and 
confident this year. The signs of the present 
time promise success in November, Thecon- 
ference at the Grand Pacific yesterday as 
sumed the proportions of a mass-meeting. 
Nearly all the party leaders were there anil 
several hundred of the workers. They were 
in high spirits, but at the same time they were 
grimly earnest and appeared to realize, as 
Judge Collins said, that it is no summer 
vacation to get what the Republican party is 
entitled to in this State. Much has been lost 
to the Republicans in Illinois through over- 
confidence, and it must be ultimately com- 
forting to the musses of the party in all por 
tions of the State that though some of the 
leaders were rather disposed to be too exuber- 
ant and too gushing there were also thought, 
ful and earnest men who had the courage to 
face the truth and to make it known. 

In this respect ex-Judge Collins’ speech was 
the most notable event of the day, though ex- 
Gov. Fifer furnished the text for it when he 
warned the party managers to set up no 
candidates and enforce no policy against the 
people's will.“ Some of the speakers seemed 
to take it for granted that all that is neces- 
sary to do is to abuse the Democratic party. 
name candidates of any kind, and appeal to 
the people for indorsement. But, to quote 
Judge Collins again, the wisest policy for a 
combatant in the position of the Republican 
party in Illinois is, instead of abusing the 
fellow who beat him, to go to work 
and beat that fellow.“ The ex-Judge also 
spoke some words of sober and 
necessary truth when he said: **‘ The Repub- 
lican party owes no man anything. If a man 
has been a Republican and served his party 
in some position he has done his duty and has 
received satisfaction from the party. Some 
of the party camp-followers may not have 
relished these remarks. But some of the in- 
cidents of yesterday's gathering proved that 
they were not indulged in without reason, 

Apart from the speechmaking, and the pre- 
dictions, and the harmonizing, and the exu. 
berance, there was much important work ddn¢ 
for the party. The State Central committee 
decided to*call the convention for the State 
at Springfield July 25, and fixed the appor- 
tionment at one delegate for every 300 Ro- 
publican voters. The convention, as a conse- 
quence, will be much the largest in the history 
of the State. It will have a membership of 
1,235, of which Cook Couaty will contribute 
366. The State committee also decided to 
push the case testing the constitutionality of 
the gerrymandering Senatorial apportionment 
act with all possible dispatch, so that a decis- 
ion may be had from the Supreme Court on 
the question before the convention meets at 
Springfield. In the meantime there will be 
no legislative nominations. 

It will be seen from what was accomplished 
at yesterday’s gathering that amid all the en- 
thusiasm, and all the rhetoric, and all the 
buoyant prophecies for the future the prac. 
tical, earnest men of the party attended to 
their business and are preparing the way for 
winning victory in November by deserving it.

NOT THE LEAST HUMILIATED. 

Aayor Hopkins says in his message: 

The humiliating spectacle is presented of the 
City of Chicago being obliged to depend on the 
receipts from saloon licenses to eke out its mu- 
nicipal existence. 


There one hears the voice of the Democrat 
who believes that whisky shéuld be as free as 
air and who wants the great saloonkeeping 
element which dominates his party to go un- 
taxed. Why should it be humiliatihg for Chi- 
cago to depend on saloon licenses? Great 
Britain does not feel humiliated by being 
‘compelied to eke out her national existence 
by liquor taxes. Other European countries 
do not feel ashamed to depend on liquor 
taxes.

There is no rea- 
son why Chicagoans should blush because 
they get three millions or so annually from 
the saloons. “*The humiliating spectacle is 
that of a party which is willing to do the dirty 
work of the saloonkeepers for the sake of, 
their votes. There is reason for the Mayor's 
feeling humiliated when he reflects that had 
it nct been for the money, the votes—honest 
and fraudulent—and the combined efforts of 
the saloonkeepers he would not be where he 
is, and that if he does mot stand by saloon- 
keepers through thick and thin his political 
career will come to an end.

Senator Voorhees says: We hear also the 
senseless, unmeaning, inane cry that an in- 
come tax isun-Democratic, un-American. This 
argument is based on the noisy and resound- 
ing charge that an income tax is inquisitorial 
in its character and operations.“ Senator 
Hill says the income tax is “ unnecessary, ill- 
timed, and mischievous, suddenly sprung 
upon the country in the hour of its distress, up- 
Democratic in its nature and socialistic in its 
tendencies,” These two Democrats differ 
radically, for they represent different schools 
of Democracy. Senator Voorhees represents 
the new Socialistic-Populist school and Sena- 
tor Hill the old-fashioned Democracy, that of 
Jefferson and his followers. 

The Republican-Democratic party wanted 
no internal revenue taxes whatever. It wished 
the small revenue of the General Government 
to be derived from customs duties and the 
sale of the public lands. It wanted as few 
Federal officials as possible. The leaders of 
that party fought bitterly the internal revenue 
taxes of the Federalists. One of Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s first acts after he became President was 
to get rid of them. He congratulated his 
party that 

The suppression of unnecessary offices and ex- 
penses enabled us to discontinue our internal 
„taxes, these covering our land with officers and 
opening our doors to their intrusions, which will 
begin that process of domiciliary vexatiou which 
once entered is scarcely to be restrained from 
reaching successfully every article of produce 
and property. 

It was Mt. Jefferson's opinion that * loans 
and internal taxes were extraordinary re- 
sources to be used only when events hap- 
penei “which called forth the energies of 
our countrymen.” Mr. Madison said these 
internal taxes were most grievous and un- 
American, and only to be justified in the pres- 
ence of'a great national emergency.” The 
war of 1812 forced the Democrats to impose 
such taxes, but after it was ever President 
Monroe hastened to recommend their repeal. 
He said: 

To impose taxes when the public exigencies ro- 
quire them it an obligation of the most sacred 
character, especially with a free people. The 
fulfillment of it is among the highest proofs of 
their virtue and capacity for self-government. 
Ty dispense with taxes when it may be done with 
perfect safety is equally the duty of their repre- 
sentatives. In this instance we have the satis- 
faction to know that they were imposed when the 
demand was imperious and have been maintained 
with exemplary fidelity. 

The internal taxes were repealed and the 
protective tariff duties increased. During the 
‘rebellion the Dethocrats resisted the imposi- 
tion of internal duties, though that emergency 
had arisen which the earlier Democrats held 
justified their existence. Mr. Voorhees, then 
in the House, was against the internal rev- 
enue act of 1862, which included an income 
tax. He was against the internal revenue 
law of 1864—spoke and voted against it, as did 
his Democratic colleagues. The joint resolu- 
tion of July, 1864, providing for a special 
war income tax did not receive a solitary 
Democratic vote. . Voorhees was absent when 
it passed the House or he too would have 

voted against it. 

And yet that man, who in times of war 
would not vote an incometax when the money 
from that source was needed, will vote for one 
now when the money is not needed, for he 
admits his tariff bill will produce sufficient 
revenue without it, The motive for this flop 
is obvlous. The Senator from Indiana thinks 
aa income tax will please ‘the Populists, the 
rottea money Democrats, and che Anarchists 
of Indiana. He did not attempt to show in 
his speech that there was any financial neces- 
sity for the tax. He is for it in order to pun- 
ish what he calls the money power.“ . Bia- 
ding for the votes of Populists and Socialists, 
he asserted that the wealth of the Country was 
in the hand; of a few men and deciared that 
the incorrect figures he gave— 

Recall the worst days of Rome and of othergov- 
. ernmonts, both ancient and modern, whose lib- 
erties were lost by the accumulation and power 
of wealth in the hands of patrician aristocracies. 
How small in number is the income élass in the 
United States, yet how potent, lam loath to say 
these things, but so destructive te human happi- 
ness, so unjust, relentless, unsparing, e 
and brutal has been the money power in th 
later days, and indeed for years past, that ra 
than leave them unsaid I would cheerfuily — 
pod seat on this floor to be occupied by some one 
eise. 

Compare with this inflammatory balder- 
dash the remarks of the Senator from New 
York. He said: 

I have yet to learn that poverty is a cardinal 
virtue and that wealth is an abominable crime. 
All ciasses have their rights, and one class must 
not be permitted to encroach upon the other. 
The demagogue who seeks to stir up class 
prejudices and class resentments in order to win 
the gratitade or applause of the mischie vous and 
the unthinking, who are essentially his dupes, 
deserves only execrations atthe hands of every 
right-thinking man, 

For * demagogue ’’ read Voorhees and 
the sentence will be complete. A demagogue 
during the rebellion he is a demagogue now. 
The only difference is that then he assailed 
the Lincoln hirelings*’ and now he is at- 
tacking the money power.“ Thea he was 
talking about the vulture of despotism 
preying forever at the bleeding vitals of the 
American people.“ Now he is afraid that 
“the narrow and corroding selfishness of 
riches ’’ will deprive the people of their liber- 
ties. In one case he was courting the Cop- 
perheads and in the other the Socialists. 

The new Socialist-Populist school of De- 
mocracy is the prevailing one among the 
Democrats in Congrers. Senator Voorhees 
has more followers than Senator Hill. But 
it is different among the intelligent people of 
the country, They are unanimously against 
a tax which is odious, because inquisitorial, 
and they will depose from power at the first 
opportunity and keep out of power the party 
which is committed to it,

A boycott by employers is no more legal 
than a boycott by employés. It is less excus- 
able, for the employers know its illegality 
betterthan the men do. Is it the intention of 
the Central Building League in case a man 
whose business it is to sell building materials 
does not view the situation as it does and per- 
sists in selling his goods to any man who will 
buy them to make efforts to break up his 
business so as to coerce him into joining a 
combination whose objects he does not ap- 
prove of? If so the league should stop throw- 
ing stones at the unions. 

Any contractor has a legal right to stop hir. 
ing men. Any number can combine and say 
they will do no contracting work till certain 
things happen, A man with his yard full of 
stone or his shop full of glass can refuse to 
sell except to persons whom he chooses. He 
canaot be forced to sell to any one if he does’ 
not want to. It is proper for contractors to 
ask a material man to stop selling and to give 
him the reasons which make them think he 
ought to do so. But to endeavor to boycott 
him into a suspension of business is to vio- 
late the law. None of the methods of walking 
delegates should be imitated by the men who 
oppose them, ’ 


ONE OF THE DEMOCRATIC TRAITORS, 

The Democratic Association of Minnesota 
has issued an address in which it attacks those 
Democratic Senators who have endeavored to 
increase somewhat the scant measure of pro- 
tection afforded by the Wilson bill as it went 
from the House to the Senate. These Sena- 
tors are spoken of as ** Democrats in name, 
protectionists in fact, who have brought dis- 
honor and shame on our great party,“ and 
who have “ betrayed the great loyal host into 
the hands of the enemy.“ It is alleged that 
these Senators wear the mask of Democracy 
that they may the better betray its cause 
and that their names are fit to stand along- 
side of Benedict Arnold in the annals of our 
country.” 

In the list of names of “‘ traitors’ are found 
those of the two New Jersey Senators, Mc- 
Pherson and Smith. A dispatch from Pater- 
son, N. J., printed in one of the city papers 
yesterday, shows that Senator Smith has not 
been frightened in the least by this Minnesota 
manifesto, and is still engaged in what that 
manifesto calls *‘ betraying his party.“ 

The Wilson bill reduces the duties on linen.. 
In order to meet the coming competition of 
cheaper foreign linens the proprietors of a 
great Paterson flax mill announced that they 
would have to cut wages 10 percent. The 
men refused to accept the cut and quit work. 
As the mill has 2,000 operatives the strike 
meant a good deal. Senator Smith took the 
matter in hand, He had a conference with the 
mill-owners and a committee of the employés 
and after investigation he told them tnat 

He had looked into the flax tariff and saw no 
reason why it should not be protected as well as 
other textiles. He told William Barbour that if 
the company would pay its hands reasonable 
wages he would give assurance that the interests 
of the flax industry would be looked after, so far 
as the United States Senate was concerned. 
William Barbour, President of the company, 
said that was all he desired, and at once an- 
nounced that the 10 per cent would be restored 
+ the hands and the mills thrown open Wednes- 

ay. 

The Minnesota Democrats will howl no 
doubt when they read this dispatch. They 
will claim that Senator Smith should have 
told the men that the power of the employer 
to pay wages would not be affected in the 
least by the reduction of the protective duties, 
and that they ought to stand out for their 
rights. What he did was to tell the employer 
that he should have sufficient protection to en- 
able him to compete with cheap foreign la- 
bor without reducing wages. The moment 
the employer got that assurance he set 2,000 
men at work at the old rates. 

If it is treachery to Democracy to promise 
to look after the interests of the flax: indus- 
try and thereby set 2,000 men and women 
at work, the more such treachery the better. 
The working people of the United States who 
are resisting wage reductions made necessary 
by the prospect of the passage of the Wilson 
bill would be glad if Democratic Senatorial 
traitors like Senator Smith would come their 
way, promise to look after the interests of the 
industries in which they are engaged, and get 
their old wages for them. 

Genuine Democracy throws men out of 
work and cuts down wages. He who, calling 
himself a Democrat, tries to get men work at 
good wages is denounced at once as a traitor 
and a ** protectionist in disguise.’’ The Amer- 
ican “people have had enough of genuine 
Democracy. They have suffered under it now 
for about a year and they are not going to 
vote for genuine Democracy again or for 
Democratic protectionists in disguise,” 
They will vote for undisguised protection Re- 
pu>licans and recommit to their charge thé 
destinies of the country.

GAS AT WASHINGTON. 

The Congressional committee appointed to 
investigate the cost and quality of gas in the 
District of Columbia ‘has made its report. It 
sees little to find fault with in regard to qual- 
ity and intimates a belief that with a suffi- 
cient flow of gas of the quality at present fur- 
nished there would probably be very general 
satisfaction among consumers if the price 
charged were thought to be a reasonable one. 
The price now charged, $1.25 per 1,000 feet 


net, would not appear to be unreasonably 


high as compared with that charged in other 
cities approximately near to Washington in 
population and consumption. But after a 
careful examination of the business and finan- 
cial condition of the Washington Gaslight 
company and examination of witnesses as to 
the cost of making and supplying gas the 
committee concludes that it is practicable 
for said company to furnish gas of the quality 
now being supplied to the public at $i per 
1,000 cubic feet net and pay a réasouable 
profit on the capital invested in the business. 
Therefore the committee recommends the 
passage of House bill. No. 4,279 fixing the 
maximum price for gas sold by the Washing- 
ton company at the said figure of $1 per 
1,000 feet. 

The stock of the company is $2,000,000, 
on which a dividend of 10 percent per an- 
num is paid regularly, and bonds and certifi- 
cates of indebtedness are out for $1,200,- 
000, on which 6 per cent interest is paid. The 
gross receipts for last year were $1,135, 306, 
and expenditures, exclusive of dividends and 
extensions of works, were $681,278, leaving 
net earnings of $454,028. The net surplus 
was $164,528 after paying dividends and the 
cost of extensions. A reduction of 25 cents 
per 1,000 feet would cut down the gross re- 
ceipts to the extent of $227,061. On the 
business of last year the reduced price would 
have enabled the company to pay a 10 per 
cent dividend on the par value of the stock 
and still have a surplus of nearly $27,000 fo. 
incidentals. 

These statements should be of interest to 
the many who are asking the question, How 
much more than the article is worth 
are they: paying for gas in Chicago? The 
quantity burned here is large compared with 
the consumption in Washington, and a good 
profit could be made by supplying it here at a 
considerably less price than will pay well in | 


. and Cay a 1 Distances, A dollar 
per 1,000 feet would be so ample in Chicago 
that all excess over that figure may be desig- 
nated as unjustifiable cxtortion without fear 
of unfair severity in the use of terms. . 

THE MILWAUKEE THEATER ROOF. 

Examination of the ruins of the Davidson 
Theater at Milwaukee sustains the position 
taken by Tun Trrevye that the structure 
must have been “anything but fireproof.” 
The walls wére fireproof, but the roof was not. 
On the contrary, it was a most flimsy ar- 
rargement, partly consisting of boards bolted. 
together, but with a space between them 
which allowed free access to the flames, An 
ex-Commissioner of Public Works in that 
city says the weak spot in the building was 
the woaden trussin the roof. “It was this 
that burned through and allowed the building 
to cave in. He adds that in all other re- 
spects the building was in vulnerable, but also 
might have stated that it was weak in a most 
dangerous part, and that neglect there was 
criminal, 

Building Inspector Schultze states his be- 
lief that the fire had been smoldering between 
those boards for hours before it was dis- 
covered and that the roof would have col- 
lapsed even if not a single fireman had been 
upon it, The structure might have fallen in 
while a performance was in progress without 
any one suspecting that it was due to flre, be- 
cause if even only one of the boards making 
up the cords had been consumed and the 
bolts holding together the boards slightly 
loosened the truss would have fallen into the 
auditorium of its own weight.“ And below 
this miserable firetrap was an airtight ceil- 
ing of sheet iron, placed there as if designed 
to lull the victims futo a false security, to 
give the idea of a safety that was utterly lack- 
ing. 

In the face of facts like these the reported 
statement by the owners and architects of the 
building that everything possible was done 
to insure the absolute security of the build- 
ing reads like a piece of grim irony. At 
least it should be ascertained if the statement 
were correct or false, and the Coroner prop- 
erly has determined to hold an inquest and de- 
cide if possible who is responsible for the dis- 
aster. The search into facts and causes ought 
to be a thorough one. This much is due to 
the victims of the calamity and their surviv- 
ing friends. It is also due to the public, 
which has a vital interest in the matter 
and @ entitled to know the rights of 
the case whoever may be involved there- 
by. The Building Inspector says: It 
was negligence on the part of the city 
authorities to allow the roof of a first-class 
and as large a theater as the Davidson to ha ve 
been built of combustible material. It ought 
to have been built ot rod-iron, or steel, pro- 
tected by fireproof material such as terra- 
cotta or tiling. As an expert he ought to know 
what he was talking about when he uttered 
these words and doubtless did so. If this be 
substantiated during the.course of the investi- 
gation that negligence ought to be brought 
home where it belongs, and those guilty of it 
should be pünished accordingly as an act of 
justice to the community by furnishing a 
| warning to others who may be tempted to 
neglect safety precautions when they are paid 
to insist on them in the interest of the great 
public. 


THE HUMBOLDT SCHOOL DISASTER, 
Mr. Alfred Kirk, one of the Assistant School 
Superintendents, has made an excellent sug- 
gestion in an interview as toschool panics. 
He is of opinion that it would be a good thing 
to have the children lectured regarding such 
matters and that the system of fire drills 
which has been abandoned should be revived. 
Chief Engineer Waters also says: Thore is 
positively no danger of fire and the pupils must 
learn not to become frightened in case the 
steam apparatus fails to act.“ The proper 
method of teaching children not to be fright: 
ened is that suggested by Mr. Kirk—namely: 
‘Fire drill and absolute discipline after some- 
thing like the military order, otherwise there 
may be more panics. Fortunately, thus fur 
there hag been but onedeath, but unless vig- 
orous discipline is maintained by the teachers 
there may be more at another panic. In the 
absence of any such discipline in the Hum 
boldt School the teachers did all they could 
to allay the panic, but their efforts were most- 
ly fruitless. Some of the fad teachers of 
physical culture might be usefully employed 
in devising a drill of this kind and instruct- 
ing teachers in it so that they would have con- 
trol of the children, and in turn so instruct the 
latter at stated intervals that they would also 
have control of themselves in time of dan. 
ger, real or fancied. 

The deplorable accident at the school sug- 
gests another duty which must be promptly 
performed by the Board of Education. That 
organization must make a systematic and 
eearching investigation of the methods of ap- 
pointing and confirming engineers for the 
schoolhouses. It must inquire how many of 
them are fitted for the positions they occupy 
and how they secured them. It must inquire 
to whatextent ward politics is responsible 
for their appointments. Mr. Waters, the 
Chief Engineer of the board, admits that 
many of them are unfitted for their pasitions. 
that he has tried to get. good men, and that 
when he has passed upon their qualifications, 
as the law requires, and rejected them, still 
they have been appointed through political 
influence in spite of him. This must be 
looked into and at once, Will the board do 
its plain duty and kick out the incompetents?

Portal’s Report on Uganda. 

The report of Sir Gerald Portal, formerly 
British Commissioner in Uganda, Africa, who 
died in this city Jan. 25, shortly after his re- 
turn from Zanzibar, is published.

Whose Life He Ualls a Lie«Why His 
Testimony Cannot Be New Taken, 


Wasnineton, D. C., April 10.—Col. Phil 
Thompson, formerly a member of Congress 
from Kentucky, @nd one of thd bést-known 
men in Wash'ngton, entertained the jury in 
the Pollard-Breckifiridge case today with a py- 
rotechnic speech such/as rarely has been heard 
in this section. Col, Thompson is a thick 
set, chubby, red-faced man, with scant hair 
on the top of his head. He talks in a free 
and easy but exceedingly vigorous manner. 
His speech was sprinkled with anecdotes, and 
his views regarding the stability of the 
seventh commandment will doubtless pro- 
voke responses from the pulpits of New En- 
gland. Madeline Pollard did not hear the 
terms in which her fellow-Kentuckian re- 
ferred to her as an adventuress and shameless 
woman because she left the court as soon as 
Calderon Carlisle had finished his plea in her 
behalf. The speech of Col, Thompson will 


be concluded tomorrow, and then Maj. Ben 


Butterworth, another ex-Congressman, who 
is a mild-spoken Quaker, will follow him. 

Attorney Calderon Carlisle took up his re- 
view of the testimony where he had dropped 
it last night and devoted himself for the first 
half hour particularly to a discussion of Mrs.

City Schools, A. G. Lane, is conducting an in- 


dependent inquiry into the causes of the 
disaster. One of the principal lines 
of inquiry which will be followed is 
in regard to the control maintained 
by the teachers over the pupils under their 
charge. Yesterday Principal Bartholf sent 
word to each teacher to submit a written re- 
port of the occurrence in her room, : stating 
her position in the room at the time of the 


alarm, and what steps she took to prevent a 


rush to the stairways. These will be sent to 
Supt. Lane and laid before the Committee on 
School Management when it meets to consid- 
er the matter. The reports of the teachers 
which were received yesterday are to the ef- 
fect that after the scholars ran from the room 
where the valve broke, crying fire,“ the 
children in other portions of the building 
took the alarm and started for the doors, but 
in almost every instance were subdued until 
the rush of the escaping steam reached their 
ears. Then they became absolutely uncon- 
trollable and, sweeping the teachers aside, 
rushed out. 
Paptiis and Teachers Kept at Home. 


The school opened as usual yesterday morn- 
ing, and out of 774 pup.ls 499 respon ded to 
the roli-call. Fourof the teachers were un- 
unavle to take up their usual duties. They 
were Miss Corbett, Miss Jennie Matson, Miss 
Gyda Stevenson, and Miss Anua es At Their 
places were filled by substitutes. y were 
not seriously injured, but received inf ul 
scratches and severe bruises in their efforts to 
restrain the children. Miss Stevenson was 
thrown down in the rush and her ankle 
sprained. She was at the school yesterday 
morning, but was obliged to walk with a cane 
and soon gave up the attempt to resume her 
duties, 

Principal Bartholf received word that 
nearly all the injured children were recover- 
ing and would be in their accustomed places 
in a few days. At the hospital only three of 
the children remained, all the others having 
been treated and sert home. Della Schubert, 
the 12-year-old daughter of Fire Marshal 
Schubert, had not recovered sufficiently. to be 
taken home. Her body is covered with 
bruises, but her condition is not dangerous. 
Benjamin Harris No. 730 Maplewood avenue, 
is much better. It was feared that his skull 
was fractured, but such is not the case. Jo- 
seph Signal, No. 695 Maplewood avenue, will 
be able to return home ina day or two. His 
head is badly bruised.

Deny That Engineers Are Incompetent. 
None of the members of the Board of Edu- 


cation believes the rumor that the engineer of 


the school-building is not attentive to his du- 
ties and a man capable to perform his work. 
It was one of those accidents which is like- 
ly to happen in any steam-heated building, no 
matter how much care is used, paid Vice. 
President Cameron. I don’t know what 
could be done to prevent a like accident in 
any other school buildmg. Steam is the 
safest way to heat our buildings, and it is not 
often that an accident can happen. We have 
learned one valuable lesson, however, and 
that is that the teacher’s desk in every room 
should be plaged near to the door.”’ 

Mr, Cusack suggests that an electric alarm 
system should be placed in every schoo! build- 
ing, so that any teacher may warn all others 
in the same building of danger from a panic 
or a fire. 

Engineer Waters says the engineer of the 
building isin every way competent and faith- 
ful.

Front or the site of the ruin. The gommittee 
met in the office of the Superintendent o“ 
Construction in the Government Building. 
Congressmen Aldrich and Durborow assisted 
in the examination. Congressman Sweet 
questioned the witnesses. : The men who gave 
testimony were unanimous on one soint—that 
Chicago needs a new Postoffice. They seemed 
to be indifferent as to the location. 

William D. Kerfoot placed the value of the 
ground on which the Postoffice stands at 
$3,800,000. He was not particular as to the 
location of the Postoffice. Henry W. Hill, an 
architect, bad no opinion as to where the new 
postoffice should be placed. The material in 
the old building, he said, would not more than 
pay for taking the building down. If it was 
desired to put a new building on the old site 
there would be no difficulty in securing proper 
foundations. 

** You have traveled a great deal in foreign 
countries, Mr. Hill,“ said Postmaster Hesing. 
Is it not a fact that in other countries the 
buildings in which postoffices are located are 
invariabiy devoted exclusively to postoffice 
purposes? 

„That is the rule on the continent, and it 
is the rule laid dowp in works on architect- 
ure. You cannot plana building to be de- 
voted to very different uses without injuring 
one interest or the other.“ N 

„What would a temporary building for 
the Postoffice cost?’’ 

About $100,000. A temporary structure 
could be built. for that on the Lake-Front, 
and that, I think, is the ouly place it could be 
put.“ 

Two Years to Build a New One, 

‘When asked how long it would take to put 
up a new building on the old site Mr. Hill 
said two years. A buildimg could be erected 
on the Lake-Front in less time. Mr. Hill dis- 
played a drawing ofa three-story Postoffice 
Building for the Lake-Front which he had 
prepared. It was a handsome structure of 
granite, iron, and brick,which, he said, would 
cost $200,000 and would provide adequate 
room for many years to come. 

Joseph Downey, a contractor, said he would 
give 5100.d00 to have the new Postoffice 
built on the West Side because it would at- 
tract business in that direction. I am not 
opposed to the Lake-Front,“ said he, and if 
I owned it I would give you a site ‘there in a 
minute.“ He said it would cost no more to 
lay a foundation on the Lake-Front than 
where the building now stands. He said he 
would give $20,000 for the old building if he 
had two years in which to remove it. If it 
had to be taken down quickly he would not 
give anything for it. Mr. Downey said a 
building to accommodate the Federal offices 
could be placed at one end of the old site at a 
cost of $1,000,000. 


More Plans Submitted. ‘ 


Edwin Waller and Architect Baumann gave 
testimony similar to that of those who had 
preceded them. L.J. Barr, topographer of 
the-Postoffice, showed the committee plans 
which he had prepared of a Lake-Front post- 
office of two stories and a basement. They 
were fora building 600 feet. long by 240 
wide, and the interior arrangement was such 
that every -part of it would be light. Mr. 
Barr said he had assigned the different de- 
partments in such a way that a letter when 
received could be sent through the different 
parts of the ‘pustoffice by machinery. 


The newspaper mailing department he had 


located on the second floor, with a branch 
viaduct from the Randolph street viaduct 
which would enable wagons to deliver the 
papers in the building. Mr. Barr had also 
planned for the delivery of mail from and to 
postal cars in the buddmg.

For years these costs have been paid, and not 
until recently has any one seemed to discover 
that the city is not liable for the payment of 
costs. Under the present rules any man — 
is arrested, if he desires to escape spendi 
night in a police cell, must give a bond for 
appearance at the time of his trial and 8 
pay the Justice $1 for signing his 
bond. If he is declared innocent the 
following day there is no assessinent of a fine 
or costs. But the man has paid his $1 to the 
justice and has no way of getting it back. 
Half the raids on disreputable women, it is 
understood, are made for the benefit of the 
professional bailers, who get a fee for going 
on the bonds, and the Justice of the Peace, 
who gets $1 for signing the bonds. The rule 
is that all money collected in court bya 
Justice of the Peace between 9 a. m. and 6G p. 
m. must be turned over to the city. If 62 
money is collectible only at the time of the 
settlement of a case there seems to be no rea- 
son why the $1 bond money should not go to 
the city instead of into the pocket of the 
justice. 

REASSESSMENT WOULD COST $80,000. 


Expert Harper Counts on This Expense to 
Increase Water Rates to $300,000. 

Mayor Hopkins in his messoge to the Coun. 
cil Monday night put himself on record as 
favoring a reassessment for fixing water rates 
of the entire city. Since the time the message 
was written the Thirty-second Ward canvass 
has been completed. It shwws that on an ex- 
amination of 5,288 buildings there has been 
an increase of revenue of $7,255. Two- 
thirds of the houses of the Twelfth Ward 
have been visited, and the increase in revenue 
amounts to $4,433, equal to a total for the 
ward.at the same rate of $6,000. At this 
rate of increase for the entire city the total in- 
eréased revenue on account of the reassess- 
ment would reach $200,000, But Supt. 
Crossette and Expert Accountant Harper do 
not think $6,000 a fair estimate of the 
average increase. In other wards it is thought 
the averagé will increase so that the total new 
revenue will closely approach 5300, 000. To 
get this increase Expert Harper yy 
the city will have to expend $80,00 
The canvass, in the estimation 9"; those vac 
have studied the question, would pay for 
itself in six months and from that time on the 

city would enjoy the increased revenue, If 
300 men could be put to work three months 
the new assessment might be on the books in 
time to be collected at the November period. 
It may be taken for granted, however, that 
the Couneil will not sanction the expenditure 

of the $80,000 the Superintendent of the 
Water Office demands. If Mr. 
would earnestly set himself to the task there 
would. be no need for the extra men. More- 
over the charter will not sanction the extra 
appropriation. The employés of the Water 
Office will not be busy again till May 1. They 
will be busy then but one month and there- 
after they can take up the work of the assess- 
ment. whole assessment can thus be 
made without extra expense. 

Other ions of the Mayor’s message were 
discu esterday, though most of the Al- 
dermen had not read document and se- 
cured what knowledge of it they had from 
listening to it in the Council. eads of de- 
partments generally are pleased with it, prin- 
cipally because it aid not 7 — with their work 
as most previous messages have done, and 
they will now have something new te say in 
their annual reports which will soon be pub- 
lished.

The deficit 
lies either with the scales of the company or 
those of the board, but who was really to 
blame could not be decided. Commissioner 
Blount said that the board was just as guilty 
as the contractors for not keeping a proper 
check on the firm, and he believed the con- 
‘tractors did not do any intentional wrong. 

A letter was received from the Movable 
Sidewalk company of the Fair which offered 
to sell the board 1.400 benches used at the 
Fair for $1 a bench. The board decided not 
to do any purchasing. 

Attorney Richard Prendergast wanted an 
advance fee to fight the case which numerous 
owners on Jackson boulevard have brought 
against the board. Some time ago the board 
levied a special assessment upon the owners 
on the boulevard compelling them to pay 25 
cents a foot to maintain and repair the way. 
They fought the matter in court, but Judge 
Mctonnell decided against thein. and t. 
matter was taken to the Supreme Court. This 
is the fret case on record in any city of its 
character, and Judge Prendergast told the 
board he was firm in his belief that he would 
again win. 

It was decided to close the offices at Union 
Park at 12 o’clock Saturdays in the future,
